The claims are so broad in scope using a biological mechanism in the definitions 
that restriction therebetween is proper. 

The compound claims recited in this manner read on further newly discovered 
compounds having the recited property. Thus they are believed to be broader in scope 
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than the instant method of using them which recites a use (i.e. method of preventing 
inflammatory infiltrates). 

Thus the restriction is proper and applicants must elect one of the above groups 
even if this requirement be traversed.
